N.S. Power 
pleads guilty 
over deadly 
workplace fall 

Sydney Nova Scotia Power 
has pleaded over a work¬ 
place accident in which a 
Cape Breton man lost his 
life. 

Alfred Joseph Wrice, of 
Glace Bay, was killed at the 
Lingan Generating Station 
on Dec. 4, 2004. 

Nova Scotia Power plead¬ 
ed guilty to failing to en¬ 
sure that a means of fall 
protection or equivalent 
level of safety was provid¬ 
ed at the workplace. A sec¬ 
ond charge of failing to en¬ 
sure guardrails were pro¬ 
vided will be dropped. 

Wrice was a coal handler 
responsible for filling 16 
coal bunkers at the gener¬ 
ating station. He con¬ 
trolled tripper units, 
which delivered coal to the 
bunkers through four slot 
openings. 

The slot openings were 
35.5 centimetres wide, and 
at the time of the accident 
were not covered or grated 
to prevent anyone from 
falling inside. 

Wrice was first noticed 
missing shortly after 1 
p.m. when his hard hat 
was discovered on the 
floor. Nine hours later, his 
body was recovered in a 
coal bunker where he had 
been buried in about 14 
feet of coal. He had died of 
asphyxiation. 

Nova Scotia Power will 
be back in court on Nov. 13 
for sentencing. 

Since the accident, the 
company has installed 
grates over the bunkers.

Harper unveils plan 
as Tories sink in polls 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper defended his “pru¬ 
dent leadership” during 
the deepening economic 
slowdown and released 
his party platform with a 
week left in the election 
campaign as daily polls 
showed the Conservatives 
slipping in the battle for 
popular support. 

In what could turn out to 
be the most critical politi¬ 
cal speech of his career, 
Harper yesterday cast him¬ 
self as the leader who fore¬ 
saw trouble long ago and 
acted to cushion the gov¬ 
ernment’s and voters’ 
budgets from a bigger hit. 

“This crisis did not begin 
two weeks ago. It began in 


August 2007,” Harper told 
a joint meeting of the 
Canadian and Empire 
clubs in Toronto. 

The $8-billion, four-year 
platform summarizes the 
tax cuts and targeted 
spending announced so 
far, calls for an additional 
$745 million in assistance 
to the automotive, manu¬ 
facturing and aerospace 
sectors, and promises a 
few more goodies later this 
week, like measures for 
more doctors and nurses. 

Harper also yesterday 
unveiled a platform prom¬ 
ise to scrap his govern¬ 
ment’s controversial Bill C- 
10, which would have de¬ 
nied tax credits to film and 


video productions deemed 
offensive to the public. 

The Tories’ declining 
support has been linked to 
a perceived laissez-faire at¬ 
titude toward the econo¬ 
my, which Harper sought 
to counter. 

His government re¬ 
sponded, Harper said, as 
early as last fall with $60 
billion in tax cuts, lower 
government debt, and “ef¬ 
fective” spending, and 
moves like tighter mort¬ 
gage regulations. 

“As the saying goes, ‘it 
wasn’t raining when Noah 
built the ark,”’ said Harper. 


“Which is why when the 
rain came, Noah didn’t 
need to panic and he 
didn’t need to switch 
boats.” 

Harper’s speech yester¬ 
day was almost immediate¬ 
ly attacked by his critics as 
tone-deaf to the real wor¬ 
ries of ordinary Canadians. 

“The prime minister is 
presiding over a reces¬ 
sion,” said Liberal Bob Rae. 
“Everybody knows it ex¬ 
cept for him. He seems to 
be living in a bizarre bub¬ 
ble.”

Runners promote environment

For a man who has spent 
the last five months 
running marathon-length 
distances to help promote 
a cleaner environment, 
Matt Hill is sounding aw¬ 
fully energetic. 

Even over the top, some 
might say. 

“Are you kidding me,” 
the 40-year-old said enthu¬ 
siastically when asked if he 
was tired. “We’re just get¬ 
ting started.” 

Along with his girlfriend 
Stephanie Tait, the couple 
is running more than 
17,700 lcms across North 
America, over a full year to 
inspire environmental ac¬ 
tion. Titled The Run For 
One Planet North Ameri¬ 


can Tour, Hill and Tait be¬ 
gan running from Vancou¬ 
ver May 4, and 157 days lat¬ 
er, are nearing the end of 
their cross-Canada portion 
with a visit to Halifax. 

Hill and Tait run for 
three to four days, then 
take a day or two off to re¬ 
cover. When running, Hill 
and Tait do a combined 
83.6 1cm, with both com¬ 
pleting the distance of a 
full-marathon, which is 
42.1 lcms. They run a relay- 
style in 10 1cm counts, and 
are complete in about 12 
hours. 

“I was a proud Canadian 
already, but I’m doubly 
proud now,” said Hill, an 
actor who has gone 
through seven pairs of 
sneakers during the tour. 
“Not only have we gotten 
to see our own country at 


six miles (9.6 1cm) an hour, 
but we also got to meet so 
many amazing people.” 

The goal for the tour is 
to inspire one million peo¬ 
ple to do something new 
for the earth, and to raise 
$1 million for its legacy of 
action program, which 
goes towards helping to 
fund environmental pro¬ 
grams at the local level. 

The tour has developed a 
list of Top 10 action steps, 
which include eating local 
and organic food and not 
using plastic bags. 

Hill and Tait will spend a 
few days in Halifax before 
heading to Yarmouth for 
their final official Canadi¬ 
an stop. 

They’ll then make their 
way to Maine and begin a 
seven-month run in the 
United States.

E-vote stats out 


city Google is not the Inter¬ 
net. 

Don’t laugh. No really, 
that was the biggest prob¬ 
lem among e-voters during 
the first electronic poll for 
the upcoming municipal 
election. 

People didn’t know 
where the address should 
go, said e-voting project di¬ 
rector Cathy Mellett. 

“They were putting in the 
Google search engine in¬ 
stead of putting it up on the 
top bar,” she said. “For some 
people that is the Internet 
— your Google search bar.” 

Every person who called 
the eight hotlines set up to 
help people vote online or 
by phone was successfully 
walked through the process 
Mellett added. 

For the next e-vote, Mel¬ 
lett said voter cards will in¬ 


clude more directions, such 
as how to lookup a URL ad¬ 
dress on the Internet. 

The city revealed yester¬ 
day that about 10 per cent 
of eligible voters cast ballots 
in its first ever e-voting poll 
— that’s 28,709 people. 

In this advance poll, 86 
per cent voted online and 
14 per cent voted by phone. 

Bedford had the most e- 
voters (14.5 per cent) and Al- 
bro Lalce-Harbourview had 
the least (6.6 per cent). 

The oldest e-voter to call 
the hotline was 95. 

E-voters cast ballots from 
over 30 countries, from 
over 50 Canadian towns 
and cities, 28 states and 
every university in Atlantic 
Canada. Mellett says they 
were likely people away on 
business and vacation.

than they did in any other 
district in HRM. 

A whopping 14.5 per cent 
of eligible voters in Bedford 
cast their ballots in the first 
advance poll online or by 
phone — that’s 1,790 peo¬ 
ple who already voted for a 
mayor, councillor and 
school board representa¬ 
tive. Across HRM 10.3 per 
cent exercised the right to 
e-vote. 

Considering that voter 
turnout in 2004 was just 48 
per cent and in 2000 it was 
36 per cent, more e-voters 
means a potentially large 
proportion of voters may 
have already exercised their 
democratic right.

Halifax West High School 
students questioned their 
federal candidates 
yesterday morning, and the 
major focus was the 
environment.

The Green Party’s Michael 
Munday talked about a cap 
and trade system combined 
with a carbon tax. Conserva¬ 
tive Rakesh Kholsa said his 
party has invested $1.6 bil¬ 
lion on green technology, 
and will cut emissions 20 
per cent by 2020. 

Eric Fertsman, 16, can’t 


vote this time around, but 
said he was leaning Liberal 
before the forum. He said 
either Regan or the Green 
Party’s Munday won the 
debate. 

“I don’t really remember 
what the questions were be¬ 
cause most of them went off 
a little bit and they talked 


about something complete¬ 
ly different,” Fertsman said. 

Stephanie Munroe, 16, 
said she was most interested 
in the politicians’ education 
ideas.

Gambling rivals at odds over responsibility j

Men in ghoulish masks 
protested yesterday after 
Halifax business leaders 
listened to the head of No¬ 
va Scotia Gaming talk 
about responsible gam¬ 
bling. 

One of the men, 
GameOverVLTs.corn’s Ter¬ 
ry Fulmer, said the Nova 
Scotia Gaming Corp. look¬ 
ing out for gambling ad¬ 
dicts is “like the fox say¬ 


ing how deeply they care 
for the chicken’s welfare.” 

The comments came af¬ 
ter president and CEO, 
Marie Mullally, outlined 
the Gaming Corporation’s 
latest responsible gam¬ 
bling projects. She said 
programs are in high 
schools and universities to 
keep young people from 
gambling. The Corp. spent 
almost $8 million on gam¬ 
bling programs last year. 

Mullally also talked 
about a new responsible 
gambling website, calling 


it the first of its kind. 

“It provides information 
about setting time limits, 
budgeting and knowing 
the odds,” Mullally said. 

“Players can track gam¬ 
bling activity and spend¬ 
ing habits to better man¬ 
age their play.” 

For the first time ever, 
Fulmer said the corpora¬ 
tion is doing things that 
may help addicts. But he 
said the Gaming Corpora¬ 
tion should not be in 
charge of promoting re¬ 
sponsible gambling. 


“It should be taken into 
government and funded 
completely by the Health 
Department so the con¬ 
flict of interest is not 
there,” Fulmer said. “We 
can carry on and start 
thinking about treat¬ 
ment.” 

Fulmer also doubted 
how effective the new 
website will be. 

“Self-regulating is some¬ 
thing (addicts) have a 
problem with. That’s the 
basis of their problem,” 
Fulmer said.

Back to jail for sexual assailant

Parole was revoked for the 
24-year-old man convicted 
of a brutal sexual assault 
in Halifax. 

Scott Andrew McAuley 
was sentenced in 2005 to 
seven years in prison for 
aggravated sexual assault. 


The prison term stemmed 
from a 2004 incident in 
which he offered to escort 
a woman to her car, after 
drinking and smoking 
marijuana. 

She was attacked from 
behind, and assaulted 
physically and sexually. 
Several bones in her face 
were broken and she spent 


three days in the hospital. 

While on parole, his 
records show, he reported 
he was considering an inti¬ 
mate relationship. Within 
a month later, he was liv¬ 
ing with a woman and 
“dealing with the stress of 
an unplanned pregnancy.” 

A psychological assess¬ 
ment in August stated his 


risk wasn’t manageable in 
the community. 

The police said they did¬ 
n’t support his return. 

“Your return to deceitful 
and manipulative behav¬ 
iours indicates a regression 
of earlier gains, increasing 
your level of risk,” the pa¬ 
role board wrote in its de¬ 
cision last week.

The Cape Breton Universi¬ 
ty Students* Union is 
endorsing a poker website 
that has students play to 
win money for tuition, but 
two universities in Halifax 
aren’t following suit. 

No money is put up 
front, but students at CBU 
register and play in poker 
tournaments to win tu¬ 
ition money or bursaries. 

Chris MacDougall, stu¬ 
dents’ union president at 
Saint Mary’s University, 
said he wouldn’t support a 


similar site on his campus. 

“I think our focus would 
be less on endorsing pro¬ 
grams like that and more 
advocating for students 
and accessibility,” he said. 

He defended CBU by say¬ 
ing they’re targeting stu¬ 
dents who are already play¬ 
ing poker, only now they 
can play to achieve a pur¬ 
pose instead of playing to 


pass the time. 

CBU Students’ Union 
president Matt Stewart 
could not be reached for 
comment yesterday. 

Saint Maiy’s University 
is planning a two-day 
awareness campaign on 
several issues — including 
gambling — but Mc- 
Dougall said gambling 
isn’t a problem there. 


“I’ve never heard any 
specific stories of students 
gambling to tiy to make 
tuition,” he said. 

“It was something men¬ 
tioned by Student Services 
that gambling is some¬ 
thing on the rise in the 
province, not necessarily 
on our campus.” 

According to the Nova 
Scotia Gaming Corpora¬ 
tion, young adults have the 
highest risk of developing 
gambling problems, and 
they often begin gambling 
between 10 and 19 years of 
age. 

Gambling doesn’t seem 
to be much of a problem at 


Dalhousie University ei¬ 
ther, said Courtney Larkin, 
Dalhousie Student Union 
president. 

“We take a strong stand 
on gambling,” she said. 
“We don’t allow any poker 
tournaments in the build¬ 
ing or anything like that.” 

Some of her friends go 
out to the casino on occa¬ 
sion, but they’re not doing 
so in the hopes of paying 
for university costs, she 
added. 

“I don’t believe our stu¬ 
dents’ union would want 
us to be encouraging our 
students to gamble for (tu¬ 
ition),” she said.

McCain, Obama duel 
over taxes, economy 


Republican John McCain 
and Democrat Barack Oba¬ 
ma battled over taxes at 
their second presidential 
debate last night but 
agreed middle-class work¬ 
ers are fearful about their 
economic future and need 
quick and lasting help. 

With U.S. financial insti¬ 
tutions reeling under what 
Obama called the worst cri¬ 
sis since the Great Depres¬ 
sion, the presidential rivals 
differed on their approach 
to healing the economy. 

“Americans are angry, 
they’re upset and they’re a 
little fearful,” McCain said 
in the debate in Nashville, 
four weeks ahead of the 
Nov. 4 election. “We don’t 
have trust and confidence 
in our institutions.” 

McCain proposed a new 
government program 
which would buy mort¬ 


gages from homeowners 
facing financial problems 
and replace those mort¬ 
gages with new, fixed-rate 
mortgages. 


“Americans are 
angry, they’re upset 
and they’re a little 
fearful.” 

Senator John McCain 

Obama said middle-class 
workers, not just Wall 
Street, needed a rescue 
package that would include 
tax cuts. 

“We are in the worst fi¬ 
nancial crisis since the 
Great Depression, and a lot 
of you I think are worried 
about your jobs, your pen¬ 
sions, your retirement ac¬ 
counts,” he said. 

McCain portrayed Obama 


as an eager supporter of 
higher taxes who was un¬ 
willing to buck his own par¬ 
ty, while Obama said Mc¬ 
Cain’s policies would help 
the wealthy and strand 
workers at the bottom of 
the economic ladder. 

“Nailing down Senator 
Obama’s various tax pro¬ 
posals is like nailing Jello to 
the wall,” McCain said. 

Obama responded with a 
crack about McCain’s cam¬ 
paign bus. 

“The Straight Talk Ex¬ 
press lost a wheel on that 
one,” Obama said. He added 
his plan would only tax 
those making more than 
$250,000 US a year, and 
most small businesses 
would not be affected. 

He also has a proposal for 
a tax cut that he said would 
cover 95 per cent of Ameri¬ 
cans. REUTERS

Empowering African women

Ritha Abemba walked over 
dead bodies and witnessed 
people getting shot at the 
age of seven as she and her 
family escaped the conflict- 
ridden Democratic Republic 
of Congo for the Kalcuma 
refugee camp in Kenya. 

“When I think about how 
we fled out, I can’t avoid 
crying with so much bitter¬ 
ness,” Abemba said. 

But this past September, 
the 20-year-old enrolled in¬ 
to her first semester at the 
University of Winnipeg af¬ 
ter being sponsored by the 
World University Service of 
Canada (WUSC) — a non¬ 
governmental organization 
that links Canadian univer¬ 
sities and colleges with 
refugees worldwide. 

Abemba is the 1000th stu¬ 
dent the WUSC has brought 
over to study in Canada. 

“Educating women is the 
key to development in 
Africa,” said Jacob Mapem- 
ba, the WUSC’s Malawi 
country director. 

The NGO has introduced 
gender-sensitive curriculum 
in sub-Saharan African 
classrooms, educating girls 
as a way of speeding up de¬ 
velopment in the region. 

Mapemba says the gen¬ 
der-sensitive curriculum in 
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primary and secondary 
schools entails empowering 
young girls by illustrating 
them in a positive light. 

“In the old curriculum, 
boys would be seen as being 
successful, being powerful 
and girls would always be 
seen as lagging behind 
boys,” Mapemba said. 

The WUSC has been 
around for six decades and 
currently works with 70 
Canadian campuses and in 
17 countries worldwide, in¬ 
cluding Malawi, a south¬ 
eastern African nation. 

Like many other coun¬ 


tries in sub-Saharan Africa, 
Malawi’s economy runs on 
agriculture and employs 75 
per cent women. Mapemba 
says for these agriculture- 
based economies to become 
more productive, educating 
women is key so they’re fa¬ 
miliar with the latest tech¬ 
nologies used in growing 
and harvesting crops. 

“If women were well edu¬ 
cated here, African nations 
wouldn’t remain at the bot¬ 
tom of the economic lad¬ 
der,” said Joyce Phelcani, of 
the Malawi-based Centre for 
Alternatives for Victimized 
Women and Children.

Global bailouts continue 
as Fed issues dire warning 


GAS Prices at the pumps are on 
their way down, averaging 
$1.14 per litre, falling below $1 
in Ottawa. The steep drop is due 
to fierce competition in Ontario, 
one expert said, and Alberta 
should soon follow suit.

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The U.S. Federal Reserve 
stepped forward as a last- 
resort commercial lender 
and signalled a readiness 
to cut interest rates as gov¬ 
ernments around the 
world scrambled to stem 
the growing credit crisis. 

The Fed created a new 
commercial paper facility 
that would buy short-term, 
highly rated corporate debt, 
in a program that falls out¬ 
side the $700 billion US res¬ 
cue plan approved by Con¬ 
gress on Friday.

U.S. bank said it would sell 
$10 billion US in new stock 
and stoked fears that other 
banks may also need to 
raise capital. 

Russia negotiated an 
emergency bailout for Ice¬ 
land and unveiled an aid 
package for its own banks, 
Australia slashed interest 
rates by 1 point to 6 per 
cent, and today, Britain is to 
announce a massive injec¬ 
tion of public funds into 
banks. reuters

Toskala finds his comfort zone 


nhl When Vesa Toskala 
makes a save in the Maple 
Leafs’ net, he doesn’t see it 
as putting up a wall; it’s 
more like a foundation. 

Each stop is a cinder 
block as the 31-year-old 
builds what he hopes will 
be a lengthy career in 
Toronto while the team 
grows into a contender, he 
believes, sooner than 
some might think.

Nissan Maxima owners 
and driving enthusiasts 
got the chance for a sneak- 
preview test drive of the 
all-new 2009 model in the 
Shift Into Gear Experience, 
a program held by Nissan 
Canada in early 
September.

trips of a quite reasonable 
length, and it’s the 3.5-litre 
engine that convinced me 
to stay with Nissan when I 
got my current vehicle.” 

Reliability is another fac¬ 
tor that kept him loyal to 
Nissan (his previous vehi¬ 
cle was a Nissan pickup 
truck on which he put over 
400,000 1cm).

Kid-lit hits and misses 

Translating fantasy books into films not child's play

For years, children’s fanta¬ 
sy was considered box of¬ 
fice poison. Movies like 
Jim Henson’s Dark Crystal 
and brilliant animator 
Ralph Bakshi’s 1978 adap¬ 
tation of The Lord of the 
Rings failed in theaters de¬ 
spite the constant support 
of fantasy novels amongst 
an enthusiastic Elfish¬ 
speaking fan base. 

That all changed in 2001 
with the unparalleled com¬ 
mercial success of Peter 
Jackson’s The Lord of the 
Rings and the first Harry 
Potter film. Now the genre 
dominates Hollywood and 
audiences are constantly 
being treated to films like 
The Chronicles of Narnia, 
The Golden Compass or 


this week’s City of Ember. 

The studios now view the 
genre as a cash cow, but sad¬ 
ly it has not been as consis¬ 
tent as they hoped. There 
have been few monster hits 
outside of the Potter and 
Rings films, which has led 
many to question what 
makes these movies work. 

The answer is quite sim¬ 
ple. The studios have pre¬ 
dominantly treated these 
properties as large-scale 
ATM machines and put 
very little creative effort 
into developing them. 

The Golden Compass — 
the film that killed New 
Line Studios — was hand¬ 
ed off to American Pie 
helmer Chris Weitz, who 
struggled with the materi¬ 
al along with his lost ac¬ 
tors. 

Similarly, the dwindling 
success of the Narnia fran¬ 


chise can be associated 
with the personality-less 
cinematic transcribing of 
Andrew Adamson. For any 
book to work on screen 
the original work has to be 
altered dramatically to fit 
the new medium. Sadly, 
this rarely happens. 

Peter Jackson took huge 
liberties his Lord of the 
Rings adaptations and the 
films worked beautifully as 
a result. Likewise, much of 
the success of the Hariy 
Potter franchise has to be 
attributed to brilliant 
screenwriter Steve Kloves’s 
(The Fabulous Baker Boys) 
uncanny ability to con¬ 
dense and alter J.K. Rowl¬ 
ing’s texts for the screen. 

This week’s City of Em¬ 
ber boasts a script from un¬ 
derrated writer Caroline 
Thompson (Edward Scis- 
sorhands) and direction 


from Gil Kenan, who was 
responsible for the bril¬ 
liant kiddie horror picture 
Monster House. 

The team knows how to 
tell cinematic stories for 
children and should do a 


fine job translating French 
author Jeanne Duprau’s 
apocalyptic kid-lit for the 
big screen. 

Unfortunately, their 
movie comes after a string 
of fantasy flops and will be 


unceremoniously dumped 
into theatres. Hopefully 
audiences will discover it, 
because this is a tricky 
genre to get right and all 
successful attempts de¬ 
serve recognition.
